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Bout five Weeks agoe, the Wife of Afonſicur de ls Coſte a French Tay- 
lor, dwelling then at the upper end of Bow-Srreet in Covent Garden, - 
lying upon her Decath-Bed, ſent for Mr. D«-Afareft that he might com- 

ort and pray with her before ſhe departed; which the aforeſaid Mini- 

ſter having accordingly done, and acquitted himſelf of the Functions of 

his Miniitry, the Sick Perſon cauſed the Company to be deſired to withdraw, for that 
ſhe i-ad ſomething in particular to ſay to her Husband and the Miniſter ; the Com- 
pavy being withdrawn, ſhe deſired her Husband to take care of a Daughter ſhe had by 
: former Marriage, who lived in the Houſe of the Widdow of one Reinbeau, becauſe 
that ſhe was a Papiſt, and that ſhe feared that after her Death ſhe would Seduce her 
Davg'itcr. The Husband promiſed to do what his Wife deſired; the dying Perſon 
not content with the promiſe of her Husband, made the ſame requeſt to the Miniſter, 
w:.o aſſured her that he would acquit himſelf of his Duty, -in that reſpeCt : The Sick 
Party dyed the day after, and the Father-in-Law ſent immediately for the young Maid, 
"loathed her very handſomely, and told her the laſt Will of her Mother ; the young 

Maid made anſwer that ſhe was born a Proteſtant, brought up as ſuch, and that ſhe 
ſhonld be very glad to be inſtructed in her Religion, that ſhe mighr reſiſt and pre- 
yeur falling into Errour. Her Father-in-Law finding her in that reſolution, told her 
that it was requiſite ſhe ſhould live 4n his Houſe, to which ſhe conſented with a wil- 
ling Heart. Some days after Widdow Reinbeax cauſed Mr. La Cofte to be fetcht be- 
fore a Juſtice of the Peace for detaining from her her Apprentice: He appeared 
there accordingly, and ſaid that his Wifes Daughter was not an Apprentice, and 
that though ſhe were ſo, he was not willing that ſhe ſhould be ſeduced, that he knew 
there was ſuch a deſign ; but the Juſtice without having regard to this, redelivered 
the young Maid into her pretended Miſtreſſes hands. The Father-in-Law complain- 
ed hereof to his Friends, and while they were contriving to remedy this buſineſs, 
the young Maid went to Mr. Zehu a Gold-Smith dwelling ia the Houſe of the De. 
ceaſed, and weeping bitterly, deſired him to uſe the means of having her inſtrutt- 
ed in her Rclizion, and of getting her out of the Hands of the Papiſts. He pro- 
miſed to ule his endeavours for that purpoſe, and that he might perform his word, 
he went to Mr. Dumareſt a Miniſter, and told him the buſineſs ; who aſlured him 

of Contrihuting all that lay in his power to his Efforts; and they two together 
agrecd, that on Sunday the Second of June, the young Maid ſhould go to _ 
Church. 


Cimh, ard that ſhe ſhould be there examined. Accordingly ſte went thither to 
(41: inten”, hut the Miniſter being haſtened to go to the Savoy Church, bid the 
.cung Maid foilow him, that he would di!courſe her on the way, and that he would 
{cr that preſent hcr to the Conſiſtory ; waich the young Maid agpecing to, fol. 
lowed the Miniſter, but they were no ſooner iu Newport-Streer, than that Widdow 
Rcinbeau, a Niece of hers, three of her Nephews, a Vintner, and other Papilts, topped 
the Maid and Miniſter in the way ; and the Widdow with an infolenttone asked the 
Miniſter why he talked to that Maid? The Miniſter asked her by what authority 
{te asked him that Queſtion? To which ſhe ſaid that this Maid was her Appren- 
ricz: The Miniſter told her that he was aſſured of the contrary, but that though 
fi: were ſo, he had a right to inſtruct her, and that it was only with that intent 
t2t he ſpoke to her, and that ſhe followed him, that it was Sunday, and that 
aſter ſhe had been Catechized, ſhe ſhould return unto her Houſe, until it wagknown 
ii ſhe was under any obligation to her or not: Which aiter he had fajg, id 
the young Maid continue her way with kim. The Widdow ſecing that the young 
Maid followed, ſeized her with violence, ſwore that ſhe ſhould noÞ go with the 
Miniſter, at the ſame time three of her Bullies ſurrounded the Miniſter, and a 
tcr that he had told them that he was amazed they ſhould conic ſuch a violen 
;1 the Kings High-way on a Sunday, when the buſineſs was only the inſtruftion of 
oc of his Subj«ts, being in fear of the Roman Dagger, he went to a Juſtice of 
Peace called Sir Fohn Reresby, to inform him of the whole matter; the Miniſter 
- .2s no ſooner gone than that Mr. Fehu being defirous to get near the young Maid 
2nd ſpeak to the Widdow Reinbeau, this Woman without hearing him, fell upon him,, 
tore tis Perruke and Shoulder knot off, and ſhe and her Myrmaidons began to cry 
out a French Papiſt. This picce of Malice had like to have coſt the Proteſtant his 
life- For at the ſame time ſome of the Mobile who were croudcd about them ſeiz- 
ed him by the Throat ; but the Populace being undeceived, and having underſtood 
the Popsſh trick let go the Proteſtant, . which the Papiſts perceiving, they ran into 
a Houle hard by, ſwearing they would cauſe the French Proteſtant to be ſtabbed. 
After they were got into that Houſe, they immediately - contrived how to ſecure 
their Prey, for that purpoſe they ſent for a Chair, and had her conveyed away. 
During that Interval Mr. D«-Mareft the Miniſter having diſcourſed Sir Zobz Rereſ- 
by upon this buſineſs, this worthy Juſtice of the Peace, ſent for a Conſtable, and 
gave him a Warrant, the Conſtable performed his Commiſſion, brought the Wid-. 
dow and her Niece, but the other Papiſt prevented his ſeizing them by making 
their eſcape in the Crowd. The Juſtice of the Peace examined them concerning the 
Maid, thcy confeſſed that ſhe was not an Apprentice, but a Maid they ſet to work, 
and to whom they gave twenty Shillings a year ; upon this, and the Declaration 
which the young Maid made, he diſcharged her, and recommended the care of her 
to the Miniſter, and then proceeded to examine to the bottom the violent ation 
which the Women had committed, and upon their Confeſlion, and the Depoſitions 
of ſeveral Witneſſes, he bound them to the Seſſions. This conduCtt of the Papiſts 
wou'd ſomething ſtartle me, if 1 did not daily hear of fſuch-like Violences. But 
when I am aſſured that a certain papiſt called Afaiſtre Jacques upon a diſpute of 
Religion did ſo wound a Proteſtant that he isſince dead of it: VVhen people of 
Honour aſſure me, that they hear Papiſts call the llluſtrious Qneen Fl:z. a V Vhore, and-_ 
beat thoſe who oppoſe them upon this Subjeft ; when I hear that the Papiſts threat. 
ned ſome years ſince, that they would ſet the Streets a flowing with Blood, when 
that I ſee people that are perverted every day, and who are taken from us by force, 
when I ſee that the Papiſts conteman the Kings Proclamations, that inſtead of with. 
drawing according to his Pleaſure to ſome diſtance from London, they crowd to that 
degree this City and tits Suburbs, that one would ſay they Deſigned to make a 
Garriſon of it ; | donot wonder at this laſt infolence, and 1 apprehend much greater 


if care be not taken. 
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
